There wore no passengers aboard, aud 
tile conductor and motorman escaped 
unharmed. 
C l e v e l a n d , July 25.—The state board 
of arbitration practically abandoned 
their efforts to conciliate the street car 
strikers and their former employers. 
The resentment of the conductors and 
motormen w ho quit work aud the more 
turbulent spirit of their sympathizers 
w,vs held in check to a degree by the 
presence of the police aud the m ilitia, 
members of which rode in the cars or 
were held in readiness at the barns and 
terminals. 
Small riots occurred, but w ith one 
exception they were without serious re­ 
sult. The death of Henry C o n ceit, 
dam by a bullet tired by Ralph P. 
Hawley, a conductor on the Broadway 
hue, w*as recorded the first fatality of 
the strike. 
Shortly after noon Hawley’s car ap­ 
proached t >range street and was beset 
by a crowd of men and boys. Corn­ 
wall, tAve in year-old son of a butcher, 
was astride a norse and rode to the side 
of the car, keeping pace with it for 
some distance. 
Yarn rn - -tories were told as to what 
passed between the conductor and the 
boy, but the mob was suddenly called 
to its senses by the sight of Hawley, 
who jumped to the street aud started 
in pursuit of Ooruweit. 
The latter, closely followed by his 
pursuer, turned up Perry street. 
At 
Woodland avenue the latter pulled his 
revolver and fired. 
His victim fell, 
fatally wounded, with a ghastly wound 
rn the left temple, and died soon after 
being removed to the hosDital. 
The crowd, which before the incident 
had been so violent, was awed by the 
seriousness of the aff air, aud permitted 
the conductor to walk back to his car. 
He was arrested and taken to the sta­ 
tion, wnere a charge of murder was en­ 
tered against him. 
When the car returned in charge of 
another man aud laden with police, 
thousands of 
people were crowded 
round the fatal spot. 
The track was 
blockaded aud the stalled cars bom­ 
barded with stones, pieces of brick and 
sticks of wood. The police managed by 
dint of using their clubs to clear the 
way after a delay of about half an hour. I 
I he police believe they have a clew ' 
to the man who placed nitroglycerine 
which blew up the Euclid* avenue car 
aud injured four passengers.

Seriex of D eclaration* Signed by H ague 
C onference D elegate* For Subm is­ 
sion to Their G overnm ents. 


T h e 
H a g u e, July 25.—The general 
act embodying the results of the inter­ 
national peace conference, after enum­ 
erating the names aud qualifications of 
all the delegates, said: 
“ In a series of meetings in which the 
above delegates participated, inspired 
throughout by the desire to realize in 
the highest possible measure the gener­ 
ous views of its august initiator, the 
conference bas drawn ap for the ap­ 
proval of the respective governments 
‘ the series of conventions aud declara­ 
tions appended: 
“Convention for the pacific settlement 
of international dispates. 
“Convention concerning the^aws and 
customs of war on land. 
“Convention for the adoption of laws 
against the use of asphyxiating or de­ 
leterious gases from balloon projectiles, 
and for the prohibition of the use of 
bullets that easily expand in the human 
body.” 
The general act contains five expres­ 
sions of opinion, as follows:

“ The conference considers that lim ita­ 
tions of the military charges which at 
present oppress the world are greatly to 
be desired for the increase of the ma­ 
terial aud moral welfare of mankind. 
“The conference expressed the opin­ 
ion that the question of the rights and 
duties of neutrals should be inscribed 
on the program of a conference to be 
held at an early date.

between the United States and Frauee 
were brought to a successful close at 
the state department when Ambassador 
Gumboil, in behalf of France, aud Com­ 
missioner 
Kasson, in behalf of the 
United States, affixed their signatures 
to the reciprocity treaty. 
The concessions granted by France 
embrace most of the articles in what is 
known as the French minimum tariff. 
This comprises 844 heads, the rates 
being on an average about 20 per cent 
below those in the general tariff of 
France. 
Concessions 
were 
granted 
upon all but 26. 
Besides the reductions given to this 
country, the treaty is important in con­ 
tinuing a number of minimum rates 
which would have been abolished if the 
treaty had not been concluded. The 
most important of these articles are 
petroleum aud mineral oils. 
At pres­ 
ent these oils enter France on the m in­ 
imum rate, but had the treaty failed a 
rate would have bt‘en imposed making 
a difference of duty amounting to about 
#5,000,000. 
Had the treaty failed a I 
heavy duty would have been imposed j 
upon American cotton. The same is J 
true of copper, rubber aud many classes . 
of machinery.

France secures important concessions 
on over IOO of the chief products sent 
by France to this country. 
The Ding­ 
le)' law allows not to exceed 20 per cent 
reduction as a basis of reciprocity, but 
the full 20 per cent, is not allowed on all 
the articles covered by the treaty.

The treaty will result in placing the 
products of the United States on the 
same basis iu France as products of 
Great Britain aud Germany.

“In a series of meetings in which the 
above delegates participated, inspired 
throughout by the desire to realize in 
the highest possible measure the gener­ 
ous views of its august initiator, the 
conference has drawn up for the ap­ 
proval of the respective governments 
the series of conventions aud declara­ 
tions appended: 
“Convention for the pacific settlement 
of international disputes. 
“Convention concerning the^aws and 
customs of war on land. 
“Convention for the adoption of laws 
against the use of asphyxiating or de­ 
leterious gases from balloon projectiles, 
and for the prohibition of the use of 
bullets that easily expand in the human 
body.” 
The general act contains five expres­ 
sions of opinion, as follows: 
“ The conference considers that limita­ 
tions of th** military charges which at 
present oppress the world are greatly to 
be desired for the increase of the ma­ 
terial and moral welfare of mankind. 
“The conference expressed the opin­ 
ion that the question of the rights and 
duties of neutrals should be inscribed 
on the program of a conference to be 
held at an early date. 
“The conference expressed the opin­ 
ion that questions relative to the type 
and caliber of rifles and naval artillery, 
as examined by it. should be the sub­ 
ject of study by the different govern­ 
ments with a view to arriving at a urn- | 
form solution by a future conference. 
“ The conference expresses the wish 
that an early convention be called to re­ 
vise tile Geneva convention. 
“ The conference has resolved that j 
questions relating to the inviolability of 
private property in war on laud and the

Conrad Goodballet, of Helana, has 
received a letter

his brother 
Charles, now in Manila, serving as a 
member of Company K, Seventeenth U. 
S. I. The letter was written June 2, 
and in part is as follows : 
“I wish sometimes I was .back home. 
The hot weather and long walking 
makes me very weary of soldier life. 
The fighting is almost over and we 
w on’t be the least sorry. 
I have been 
in 
several 
close 
places and know 
what it is. 
W ithin 12 days our regi- 
ment marched 90 miles and captured 4 
towns. In 3 of the towns we never fired 
a gun. 
When we enter a town the in­ 
surgents go out of the other, and all 
trouble is averted by their levelheaded­ 
ness. 
The newspapers are stretching 
the stories about the fighting, and the 
battles seldom last over 20 minutes. 
"I expect to be home before long, 
probably within three months. 
An or­ 
der has been received at headquarters 
ordering all men who enlisted between 
April 21 and October 26 of last year to 
be mustered out. 
That includes me, 
and there you are.” 
With the letter was a neat description 
of the trip of the regiment from Colum­ 
bus to Manila, which went by the way 
of the Suez canal.

Within 12 days our regi­ 
ment marched OO miles and captured 4 
towns. In 3 of the towns we never fired 
a gun. 
When we enter a town the in­ 
surgents go out of the other, and all 
trouble is averted by their levelheaded­ 
ness. 
The newspapers are stretching 
the stories about the fighting, and the 
battles seldom last over 20 minutes. 
“ I expect to be home before long, 
probably within three months. An or­ 
der has been received at headquarters 
ordering all men who enlisted between 
April 21 and October 26 of last year to 
be mustered out. 
That includes me, 
and there you are.” 
With the letter was a neat description 
of the trip of the regiment from Colum­ 
bus to Manila, which went by the way 
of the Suez canal.

TRA : DOOR SPIDERS. 


T ire CnriouM N eat* T h a t T h eie Inge- 
niouN I ii Meet* C o n stru ct. 
A curious species of in sect is the 
trapdoor spider, whose nest consists of 
a tube excavated in the earth to the 
depth of six or eight inches. 
It is al 
w ays lined with silk, and it is dosed 
writh an ingeniously constructed door. 
One sort of door closes into the nest 
like a cork iu a bottle, another is as 
thin as a piece of paper. 
in all eases the door opens outward, 
and when the nest is placed, as it usa 
ally is, on a sloping bauk, it opens up­ 
ward, so that there is no fear of its 
gaping. 
The object of the trapdoor is 
to conceal the nest, and consequently 
it is alw ays made to resemble the gen­ 
eral surface of the ground. Sometimes, 
howrever, an enem y attem pts to open 
the door, aud then the inmate braces 
its legs against the sides of the nest 
and holds it as fast as possible. 
Still other spiders have inner doors 
besides outer, so that if their first de 
fease be carried they may have anoth­ 
er behind which to retreat.

ous still is the ingenuity of the branch 
trapdoor—that is to say, a door that 
opens from tile main tunnel of the 
nest into a side branch,

An army pay­

Marriages in blocks of five and ten are 
scheduled to Uke place in San Fran 
cisco Just as soon as the regiment 
reaches American soil again.

By accident friends of the regiment 
have learned of the wholesale engage 
ments. 
The brides were Intended as 
surprises on arrival.

Journeying in the arctic regions con

in 
pushing behind the 
sled, for tile poor little animals fre 
queutly have to be helped over the 
rough places and in going up hill or 
auy rise in the ground. Where there 
is no beaten trail—as was the case 
most of the distance we traveled—the 
dogs have nothing to guide them, and 
one man is obliged to run ahead. He 
generally 
runs some distance ami 
then walks until the head team cornea 
up with him, when he runs on agaiu. 
When the snow is hard aud the road 
level, the dogs, with an average load, 
will maintain a trot which is too fast 
for a man to walk and not so fast as 
be eau ruu. By alternately running 
and walking 
one 
does not become 
greatly fatigued. Natives who travel 
from village to village are so accus­ 
tomed to this mode of travel that they 
.mn keep it up ail day without show­ 
ing signs of fatigue.—Harper’s Maga­ 
zine.

Story o f Their March Through 
the H eart of China.

The formal taking possession of the 
route of the Yuehhan railway in China 
hy the official party representing the 
price syndicate is the story of eon- 
qHerors entering a vanquished country. 
The party inarched 1,400 miles, at­ 
tended on the 750 miles which covered 
the conceded right of way by IOO Chi­ 
nese soldiers and where the route lay 
near to navigable rivers by two Chi­ 
nese gunboats. In the party were two 
Chinese mandarins, ostensibly repre­ 
senting the Chinese imperial railway 
department. At all the provincial cap­ 
itals native governors received the 
party by orders from the various vice­ 
roys. 
The party was in charge of 
Civil Engineer William Barclay Par­ 
adis, who, with Executive Committee­ 
man F. W. Whitridge, has just return­ 
ed from Washington, where, through 
Secretary of State Hay, they “invok­ 
ed the moral support of the United 
States government” in aid of the en­ 
terprise. 
Ti.ere were in the surveying party 
B. C. Hum, civil engineer; E. C. Coul­ 
ter. an engineer of the Chesapeake and 
Ohio railway; Civil Engineer H. B. 
Magee. Charles Denby, Jr., son of ex- 
CbiDese Minister Denby, now one of 
President McKinley’s Philippine peace 
commissioners; William S. K. Wet­ 
more, son of United States Senator 
Wetmore of Rhode Island; W. Kirk­ 
patrick Brice, son of the late Senator 
Brice of Ohio; Dr. Jenison, an Ameri­ 
can missionary doctor of 
Nankin; 
Captain W. W. Rich, an American of­ 
ficial of the Chinese imperial railway 
department, and Mandarins Woo and 
Lo. who are graduates of the Troy 
Polytechnic institute. 
Besides the Chinese troops and the 
crews of the gunboats, they had 50 
coolie servants and carriers. The prin­ 
cipals of the party entered the empire 
at Shanghai, penetrating the interior 
Id a westerly direction 650 railes to 
Hankow, which will be the northern 
station of the American syndicate road 
ami the southern station of the Belgian 
icad from Peking. 
At Hankow the work of the expedi- I 
tlon began. The governor kowtowed 
and drank the health of the party, fur­ 
nished it an armed escort and dispatch­ 
ed couriers to bespeak polite receptions 
along the line of survey. 
The route 
lay almost due south from Hankow, 
through the three central states of the 
empire, and most of the way the sur­ 
vey ran near one of four rivers, to 
which the surveyors returned at night 
to their two houseboats, the Mary Ann 
•ad the Daisy. 
I he natives followed the “foreign 
devils ’ in hundreds. Young Brice, who 
was the only blond in the party and 
the first fair haired youth the Chinese 
had seen, was unanimously de­ 
clared to be the “chief devil” of all. 
The first trouble occurred on last 
Christmas day, when the Americans 
at their holiday dinner were hemmed 
jn by a mob of hungry coolies. They 
bad to be placated with gifts of food 
and trinkets. This was on the border 
of Hunan province, at Ping Shin Pu. 
Co that day Mr. Parsons found a pass 
tho the valley of the Slang river and 
t timed it Christmas pass. Officers have 
ag met there warned the expedition not 
to Penetrate farther into Hunan.

Another glass 
of hot water taken between breakfast 
and luncheon will be found beneficial 
and better than all drugs for curing in- 
digestion, since in passing into the 
blood the food products are carried along 
with it.

calls to officers’ wives sick in their 
homes. It has been go. go from early 
morning till late at night, with many 
a night call besides. The nurses were 
needed, every one, in the hospitals 
from 7:30 a. rn. till 6 p. in., thus leav­ 
ing no one available for all outside and 
extra work but myself. In addition of­ 
ficials had to be interviewed on all oc­ 
casions. 
“I did not call for more nurses be­ 
cause the Sheridan had not yet arriv­ 
ed. Colonel Woodhull was expected in 
Manila every day and a reorganization 
in the hospitals a result of his advent. 
Despite every difficulty, I am glad to 
say we are doing a work that each 
member of an auxiliary will feel proud 
of and will compensate for the effort 
and expense. To begin with, on the 
Grant 552 cases were cared for by the 
nurses during tile trip, together with a 
like number on the other transports. 
In Manila we began work in the hos­ 
pitals on arrival. In the large general 
hospital auxiliary nurses are in tile 
surgical wards, receiving the wounded 
from the ‘firing line,’ and one has 
charge of the officers’ ward (27 beds) 
at same. In the ‘second reserve’ excel­ 
lent service Is being rendered in caring 
for typhoid and chronic cases. I have 
free rein to go through the hospitals 
and dispense the good things provided 
by auxiliaries (where they are needed), 
thus covering a very large field and 
enjoying a happy and satisfactory re­ 
lationship with surgeons in charge of 
hospitals. 
"Useless to report, since we left New 
York (or, in fact, before leaving the 
harbor) to this moment our supplies 
have proved incalculable. The patients 
enjoy a sufficiency of ice aud every 
special delicacy that can be made or 
procured through our funds. It is right 
hard work, and while Manila in many 
ways might be an ideal place to live in 
it is a very hard place to work in.”

105 degiees; the water is 82 
degrees. 
The chilling of and con­ 
tracting of blood vessels is therefore 
great, and to the ice water is ascribed 
tile catarrhal condition of the stomach 
so often suffered from.

The nurses were 
needed, every one, in the hospitals 
from 7:30 a. rn. till 6 p. in., thus leav­ 
ing no one available for all outside and 
extra work but myself. In addition of­ 
ficials had to be interviewed on all oc- 
| easions. 
“I did not call for more nurses be­ 
cause the Sheridan had not yet arriv­ 
ed. Colonel Woodhull was expected in 
Manila every day and a reorganization 
in the hospitals a result of his advent. 
Despite every difficulty. I am glad to 
say we are doing a work that each 
member of an auxiliary will feel proud 
of and will compensate for the effort 
and expense. To begin with, on the 
Grant 552 cases were eared for by the 
nurses during the trip, together with a 
like number on the other transports.

In the ‘second reserve’ excel­ 
lent service is being rendered in caring 
for typhoid aud chronic cases. I have 
free rein to go through the hospitals 
and dispense the good things provided 
by auxiliaries (where they are needed), 
thus covering a very large field aud 
enjoying a happy and satisfactory re­ 
lationship with surgeons in charge of 
hospitals. 
“Useless to report, since we left New 
York (or, in fact, before leaving the 
harbor) to this moment our supplies 
have proved incalculable. The patients 
enjoy a sufficiency of ice aud every 
special delicacy that can be made or 
procured through our funds. It is right 
hard work, and while Manila In many 
ways might be an ideal place to live in 
it is a very hard place to work in.”

Some Interesting features about the 
Paris exposition of 1!)00 were announc­ 
ed recently By the United States com­ 
mission to the fair. 
The navy department is to exhibit 
models of the battleship Maine, Dew­ 
ey’s flagship Olympia and the Oregon. 
A number of American plays will be 
produced in Baris while the fair is in 
progress, among them “Zaza.” with 
Mrs. Leslie Garter in the title role. The 
American Federation of Tabor Is to 
have an exhibit of the history, modes 
of organization and aims aud work of 
American trades unions. 
American 
athletics will not be without repre­ 
sentation, as the University of Penn­ 
sylvania will enter an athletic team in 
the Olympian games. 
Among the novelties of the exposi­ 
tion, according to the New York Times, 
is to be a building 400 feet high, which 
will spin around like a top at the rate 
of three miles an hour. 
The building 
will have 23 stories, each one given 
over to some attraction. The big wheel 
of the exposition has been completed. 
It is to contain a series of wheels with­ 
in wheels, various cafes and restau­ 
rants and a dance hall. R. E. Sherman 
of Chicago will exhibit a gigantic um­ 
brella, over 350 feet high, which he has 
Invented. On each rib of the structure 
will be suspended a car, which will 
convey passengers from the ground to 
the top of the umbrella and back. An 
electric road a mile long, between the 
Seine and Vincennes park, will be in­ 
stalled, over which cars will be run by 
the various manufacturers in America 
for prizes to be awarded by the exposi­ 
tion authorities. This road will be five 
miles out of the main ground and will 
be reached by boats over the Seine. 
An extensive chart of Russia will be 
on view’, showing the different trades 
taught in Russian schools. There will 
be a representation of the new Siberian 
railway. 
The Canadian fisheries will 
also be well represented.

“ Couventiou concerning the Jaw s aud 
customs of war on land. 
“ Couventiou for the adoption of laws 
against the use of asphyxiating or de­ 
leterious gases from balloon projectiles, 
aud for the prohibition of the use of 
bullets that easily expand rn the hum an 
b*)dy.” 
The general act contains five expres­ 
sions ot opinion, as follows: 
“ The conference considers that lim ita­ 
tions of th** military charges which at 
present oppress the world are greatly to 
be desired for the increase of the m a­ 
terial and moral welfare of mankind. 
“ The conference expressed the opin­ 
ion that the question of the rights aud 
duties of neutrals should be inscribed 
on the program of a conference to be 
held at an early date. 
“ The conference expressed the opin­ 
ion that questions relative tt> the typo 
aud caliber of rides aud uuval artillery, 
as examine*! by it. should be the sub­ 
ject of study by the different govern­ 
m ents with a view to arriving at a uni­ 
form solution by a future conference.

NEW TREATY WITH FRANCE 


R ecip rocity T reaty o f G reat Im p ortan ce

25.—The

pending reciprocity treaty negotiations 
between the United States aud France 
were brought to a successful close at 
the state departm ent when Ambassador 
Gumboil, in behalf of France, aud Com­ 
missioner 
Kasson, in behalf of the 
United States, affixed their signatures 
to th** reciprocity treaty. 
The concessions granted by France 
embrace most of the articles in w hat is 
kuowu as the French m inim um tariff. 
This comprises t>44 heads, the rates 
being on an average about, 20 per cent 
below those in the general tariff of 
France. 
Concessions 
were 
granted 
upon all but 2tL 
Besides the reductions given to this 
country, the treaty is im portant in con­ 
tinuing a num ber of m inim um rates 
which would have been abolished it the 
treaty had not been concluded. 
The 
most im portant of tiles** articles are 
petroleum and m ineral oils. 
At pres­ 
ent these oils enter Frauce on tile m in­ 
imum rate, but bud the treaty failed a 
rate would have been imposed making 
a difference of duty am ounting to about 
#5,000,000. 
Had the treaty failed a 
heavy duty would have been imposed 
up*iii American cotton. 
The same is 
true of copper, rubber and m any classes 
of machinery. 
France secures im portant concessions 
on over IOO of the chief products sent 
by France to this country. 
The D ing­ 
les* law’ allows not to exceed 20 per cent 
reduction as a basis of reciprocity, but 
the full 20 per cent is uot allowed on all 
the articles covered by the treaty. 
On 
some of them the reduction is 5 per 
cent, OU ot liers IO, others 15, aud up to 
20 per cent. 
The treaty will result in placing the 
products of the United States ou the 
same basis in France as products of 
Great Britain aud Germ any. 
At pres­ 
ent these countries have the minimum 
Ftench rate, while the American goods, 
wit ii few exceptions, have had to pay 
the maximum rate. 
The French treaty was the last of the 
instrum ents of this kind, and the treaty 
work under the 
Diugley 
act 
was 
brought to a close.

The party m arched 1,400 miles, a t­ 
tender! on the 750 miles which covered 
the conceded right of w ay by IOO Chi­ 
nese soldiers and w here the route lay 
near to navigable rivers by tw o Chi­ 
nese gunboats. 
In the party were two 
Chinese m andarins, ostensibly repro 
ienting the Chinese imperial railw ay 
d epartm ent 
At all the provincial cap­ 
itals native governors received 
the 
party by orders from the various vice­ 
roys. 
The party w as In charge of 
Civil Engineer William B arclay P a r­ 
sons, who, with Executive C om m ittee­ 
man F. W. W hltridge, has ju st retu rn ­ 
ed from W ashington, where, through 
Secretary of State H ay, they “invok­ 
ed the moral support of the United 
States governm ent” in aid of the en­ 
terprise. 
There were in the surveying party 
B. C. Hunt, civil engineer; E. C. Coul 
tor. an engineer of the C hesapeake and 
Ohio railw ay; Civil E ngineer H. B 
Magee. Charles Denby, Jr., son of ex 
Chinese M inister Denby, now one of 
President M cKinley’s Philippine peace 
commissioners; 
Vvilliam 8. K. Wet 
more, son of United States Senator 
Wetmore of Rhode Island; W. K irk­ 
patrick Brice, son of the late Senator 
Price of Ohio; Dr. Jenison, an Ameri­ 
can

Captain W. W, Rich, an American of­ 
ficial of the Chinese Imperial railway 
department, and M andarins Woo aud 
Lo. who are g raduates of the Troy 
Polytechnic institute.

The prin­ 
cipals of the party entered the empire 
it Shanghai, penetrating the interior 
Id a westerly direction 650 miles to 
Haokow, which will be the northern 
station of the A m erican syndicate road 
tad the southern station of the Belgian 
toad from Peking. 
At Hankow the work of the expedi­ 
tion beearn The governor kowtowed 
and drank the health of the party, fur­ 
nished It an arm ed escort and dispatch­ 
ed couriers to bespeak polite receptions 
along the Hue of surrey.
